The Warship That Wouldn’t Die 


There was a gasp of anticipation from the 
crowds lining the banks of Stockholm harbor 
last April when the 333-year-old flagship Vasa 
was hauled to the surface from the floor of the 
Baltic Sea. In the minds of almost everyone pres- 
ent were the recorded words of a 15th century 
sorcerer who thad prophesied that the vessel 
would live forever, 


The amazing saga of the deathless warship 
began back on August 10, 1628, when thousands 
of spectators came to celebrate the launching of 
the Vasa, mighty flagship in the fleet of King 
Gustavus Adolphus Il. Its maiden voyage was to 
take her through the Stockholm archipelago to 
the sea, 


But an ominous air dominated the proceedings. 
For, only a few days before,a stranger who de- 
clared himself tobe a sorcerer in the service of 
the hostile Emperor Ferdinand, of Germany, had 

"placed a curse on the ship. 


Then, an hour before the launching, another 
stranger who presented himself as an equally 
powerful wizard, loyal to King Gustavus 
Adolphus I, had appeared and promised the 
nation that the Wasa would never die. The con- 
Sensus was that both strangers were a little weak 
in the. head. 


Suddenly, there was a wild shout. The Vasa, 
its sails set and its flags flying, was launched. 
But, before the flagship could even leave the 
harbor on that gentle Sunday afternoon, a sud- 
den squall arose. 


Cries of fear and astonishment filled the air 
as the ship began to roll over, The chief ordnance 
officer, a man named Erik Johnson, raced below 
to order the cannon hauled to’ windward to 
counteract the dangerous list, But he was too 
late. Somehow, the lower gun ports had been 
left open, and tons of water were pouring 
through them, 


The ship sank in minutes, while its crew of 
133 sailors and 300 soldiers leaped for safety on 
all sides, 


Capt. Severin Hansson, skipper of the vessel, 
was immediately jailed, He testified that all the 
cannon had been lashed securely. 


‘Was it sabotage? The court of inquiry was 
never able to fix the guilt, and the entire nation 
mourned the proud flagship that now rested on 
the harbor floor. 


But everyone was asking the same question. 
Did the ship sink because of the curse laid upon 
it by the first sorcerer? And what about the 
second one? Was he simply someone hired by 
whe king to offset the fears caused by the first 
man? 


Three attempts were made in the 17th century 
to salvage the ship. The last one took place in 
1664, and was almost successful. But all the salv- 
agers managed to do was to bring up the ship’s 
53 bronze cannons, many weighing 3,000 pounds 
each. But the ship itself settled through 15 feet 
-of mud to the firm clay bottom of the harbor 
floor. 


After awhile, the Vase was all but forgotten. 
Its iron bolts rusted and fell out. The anchors. 
of other ships often hodked into the old hulk. 
In 1920, the wreck was rediscovered, and some 
more guns were salvaged. Then, again, oblivion. 


Finally, in 1956, an amateur marine atchaeolo- 
gist named Anders Franzen, pinpointed the ship's 
location. He believed that the Vasa might still be 
well preserved, because shipworms cannot exist 
in the comparatively fresh waters of the Baltic. 


Last April, the old ship was lifted from its 
gloomy grave. In August, the vessel was towed 
about 700 yards on a concrete raft to a Cove off 
Djurgarden Island, where the teconstruction 
work was begun. Then, in September, the Vasa 
made the final Jap of its interrupted voyage, 333 
years before, to reach the shipyards nearby. 


It is planned to rebuild the ship as a unique 
museum in which, under controlled conditions 
of temperature and humidity, it will be main- 
tained as it was when first launched, 


And even though the curse of the first sorcerer 
may be said by superstitious people to Have 
doomed the vessel, it can be answered with as 
much justice that the prophecy of the second 
sorcerer also came true. The Vasa still lives— 
the oldest warship in the world!
